LONDON- (AP)—London bullion dealers clamped 
sharp restrictions cm sales Wednesday as Europe’s gold¬ 
buying rush neared panic proportions. 


The dealers' efforts to slow 
the gold rush and give them 
time to catch up on what was 
described as a vast backlog of 
orders did not appear wholly 
successful. (See also Page 7.) 

Paris silver dealers refused to 
quote a price for that metal in a 
move similar to that of London 
gold dealers. The Paris price 
for silver had already soared 20 
points by then. 

UP FIVE CENTS 
In London, gold dealers added 
five cents onto the price of 
Wednesday morning's fixing, 
making it 135.20 U.S. an ounce, 
and still the demand continued.' 
They refused to accept new re¬ 
quests tor small orders but con- 
tinued selling large amounts to 
regular customers. 

Spokesmen emphasized the 
move was not a suspension of 
sales. "We are applying a 
brake, so to speak," said one.

SAD BUT TRUE: With all 
sincere respect for one of the 
best magistrates Victoria has 
ever had. Magistrate William 
Ostler keeps repeating the 
dubious advice that, If a law 
is bad, everyone should obey 
it and work to have it 
changed. 

OfficiaOy and theoretically, 
this is quite right, but it blows 
apart as soon as it touches 
some of the prickly facts of 
life. 

First, there is no way — 
absolutely none — whereby a 
citizen can ever have the 
slightest hope of having a bad 
law changed. TheoreticaBy, 
yes. In fact, no.

Before we know It, it's 
against the law to crack a 
boiled egg on the small end. 
And so It stays tar the next 
200 years, with no legislator 
gutsy enough to suggest that 
maybe the small end Isn't so 
terrible after all.

P RIME MINISTER PEARSON has smelt a rat which 
he says is nibbling away at the national economy. 
It is a rat which has been troubling hundreds of 
economists, thousands of businessmen and millions of 
housewives for nearly a year. 

It is hard to believe that Mr. Pearson's olfaction 
Is so impaired that he has taken so long to tell the 
country about it in Tuesday’s state-of-the-economy 
address to the Commons. 

Ex plaining why it is important that a prices- 
wages review board should be established, Mr. Pearson 
said we could not expect higher incomes without a 
correspondingly higher rate of production. If we did 
we would have inflation; Canadian industry would be¬ 
come uncompetitive, and there would be widespread 
unemployment 

Surely this is belated acknowledgement of the 
failure of his government's pie-in-the-sky policy by the 
man who must rank as the most prodigal premier the 
nation has ever had. 

What has Mr. Pearson’s government done in the 
past few trying years to halt the inflation he now sees 
in its true light as a peril to our progress? 

It adjudicated a wage settlement for workers on 
Great Lakes ships that set the pattern for an unwar¬ 
ranted Increase of organized labor wages throughout 
the country. 

It reduced, by easy stages It is true, the age at 
which old age security pensions may be collected from 
70 years to 65 years. 

It instituted a Canada pension plan that largely 
supplemented plans which already covered most of 
Canada’s work force. 

It is now in the process of forcing national 
medicare cm the provinces, of whom about three-quar¬ 
ters are opposed to its immediate introduction on econ¬ 
omic grounds. 

Intersp er sed with unpopular deefadoos on a new 
flag, the unification erf the armed forces, and the pam¬ 
pering erf Quebec, the government has allowed itself 
to enter measures which it is not willing to pay for in 
the shape erf higher taxation. 

The unbalanced budget, and the apparent inability 
even erf the present finance minister to right the ship 
erf state, has done a great deal to create the present 
uncertainty about the value of the Canadian dollar, 
and to remove the doubts that exist on its further 
devaluation. 

The only method by which Mr. Pearson’s govern¬ 
ment has attempted to cool down the overheated 
economy has been in tightening controls of money 
mainly by the time-honored method erf raising interest 
rates and even that was fcaved upon it by international 
pr em ures. 

Interest rates are now at such levels, that financ¬ 
ing is being attempted only by those for whom new 
money is absolutely essential- Development plana from 
coast to coast are being delayed—not because of infla¬ 
tion, but because erf the high cost of money. 

It is true that high interest rates in the United 
States have not made it easy for Canada, but the fact 
remains that people in the U.S. can still borrow money 
to build houses at 7 per cent where 9 per cent is the 
corresponding rate in Canada. 

The differential is due to the fact that the world 
no longer regards Canada as a good ride, because like 
Britain and other socialist countries it does not see the 
ucesdty erf paying its bills out erf current revenues. 

In his departing fling from the highest office in 
the land, the prime minister wants to set up a board 
that without compulsory powers will use its Influence 
to encourage industry to hold the line on prices, and 
on labor to hold the line on wage increases. What 
a hope! 

What has failed under compulsion in Britain, 
ami under a voluntary system in the United States, 
can'hardly hope to succeed in Ca n ada. 

•Lower interest rates, and a revival of confidence 
In Industry to go ahead with its plans under a balanced 
national budget policy alone can restore international 
faith In Canada. Prices and wages only nibble at the 
problem. They don't get to the roots.

Nasser Talks War Again 
To Ensure Own Survival

President Nasser has 
veered towards the perilous 
policy of threatening Israel 
witli war. Riots of Egyptian 
workers and students have 
come as an unmistakable 
warning that he cannot make 
substantial concessions to 
Israel and be sure of sur¬ 
viving.

He now knows that he must 
force the Israelis to withdraw 
unconditknaDy from the ter¬ 
ritory they occupied last June 
before he can attempt to start 
peace talks with Jerusalem.

The Greater Victoria 
Metropolitan Board of 
Health announced plans 
Wednesday for an immuni-' 
zation program thp{ would 
bring an end to measles as 
the most common child¬ 
hood disease in this area. 

The measles vaccination pro¬ 
gram, which starts in some 
areas next week, comes at a 
time when there are indications 
that Greater Victoria is heading 


for another epidemic of the 
disease. 

Dr. T. J. Bailey, assistant 
medical health officer tor the 
Greater Victoria Metropolitan 
Board of Health, said Wednes¬ 
day he was checking out a few 
reports of outbreaks which 
could confirm statistical fore¬ 
casts that this area can expect 
a high incidence of the com¬ 
municable disease this spring.

The health board has ordered 
10,500 doses of the attenuated 
Uve virus vaccine, which is 
injected into the upper arm.

The principle of using a 
vaccine that contains a 
live virus Is that, after its 
introduction to the body, it 
stimulates production of enough 
antigens to fight off on infection 
of the actual disease. 

The vaccine, recommended 
for children under 12 years old, 
will be administered to young¬ 
sters at a charge of $2.50 in some 
areas, and without charge in 
others.

Measles is a relatively mild 
disease, explained Dr. Bailey, 

"but when you combine a mild 
disease with a few serious 
complications, you end up with 
a sizeable category of sickness 
aad d is trees. 

"That is what we are trying

The most serious complica¬ 
tions are mental retardation 
and encephalitis, sometimes 
called "brain fever." Other 
problems Include respiratory 
and ear Infections and nerve 
deficiencies which persist 
through childhood or even lor 
life.

The cou rt a llowed the appeal 
of Gerald WQUam Poole, a New 
Brunswick nativfe with s crimi¬ 
nal record dating back to IMS 
who was declared an habitual 
criminal in Vancouver in IMS 
after presenting a series of 
cheques drawn on a non-existent 
bank acoount.

Alan Macfariane (LOak Bay) 
persistently asked Mr. Peterson 
how much die universities had 
requ es t e d, for comparison with 
what tha government will give 
them. 

At one time or another Mr.

It la always e great pleasure to me to be able to offer 
free seeds to our Colonist readers and their friends and 
relatives, particularly when the seeds are of some uni (pie 
flower not commonly grown here. I am especially happy over 
the leads I have for you this week — seeds of a moat 
charming dwarf annual called the KiefaweO aster. , 

In Wednesday’s column I pointed out that these seeds an 
be sown in the outdoor garden in the ordinary way, JuatM 
you would lettuce or canrate or-sweet peas. The Kirkwall 
aster ia remarkably hardy and teat-growing, i would say 
that your chances of raising a quantity of these attractive 
plants are pretty good, even from a casual outdoor sowing. 

However, there ant a lot of hazards with an outdoor 
sowing, especially whan the seeds are small. The tiny plants 
may be beaten Into the ground by drlvhv rain or storms. 
Cutworms, ^ or woodlica may make a meal of them. 
They may get stepped on, or pulled up aa weeds, or dug up 
by the eat or dog. 

A * ★ 

These are chances we take with ALL outdoor sowings, of, 
course, and when seeds ere cheap and plentiful we allow for 
the inevitable losses by sowing a few more seeds than we 
actually expe c t to come up. Seeds of the Kfrfcwell aster are 
far Cram plentiful, however, end because of this, it would be 
pendant to mart at least some of your precious seeds in- the 
house or under glass where they can be given protection from 
commo n hazards. 

You'll need some kind of container to sleet your seeds in, 
and (Ml may be anything from the conventional day or 
plastic flowerpot to paper cups, out-dawn milk cartons, Jiffy 
peat pots or the ultra-modern Jiffy strips.

Old day pot* should be scrubbed toalde and out in hot 
soapy water. Newly purchased clay pots should be soaked in 
water for an hour to saturate the pores in the day walla. 
Paper eopa and piaatio food eontatosm mist have telnage 
holes pteraed hi As bottom, using a paS or an tea pick. Jiffy 
and Otar emsnmsMe fibre pots do not require drainage 


To fill your pots, you can use a soil of *.rather saqffjg 
nature, or purchased bouaeplant soil, or one of the mod-fir' 
■oit-iesa seed-starting mixtures; I have been getting very 
good results from a mixture of peat moss and chicken grits, 
which is actually a very coarse grade of quartz sand. “ 

If sdl to used,fit is wise to water it lutt before sowing 
with boding water right out of the kettle. This* is to partially., 
sterilize the soil surface ao aoO-boras diseases won’t attack 
the young merging seedttp. SoUJeaa mixtures do not need 
iterfliatag. 

Now yea can so* your seeds, spacing them individually a 
good bach apart each way so the stnfaaa of the wet soil, TJien 
covet'with a quarter-inch layer of pest tnoes, twiddlingf the* 
moaa betweoi your fingers so it sifts down lightly end evW}L 
over tba seeds. -
